ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A cutting board for cutting df vegetables and the like by a chef 
or cook Is formed of a thin flexible sheet of durable plastic nnaterlal 
that has sufTlclent durability to permit the cutting of materials thereon 
with a sharp cutting knife without being cut and Is sufficiently 
flexible to permit the board to be rolled In a funnel like configuration 
for funnelling food particles Into a bowl or the like. 
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DISPOSABLE FLEXIBLE CUTTING BC>\RD 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

The present trr/ention relates to kitchen utenstls and pertains 
5 particularly to a ncN/el cuttir© board. 

The ^Ical cook or chef uses a cutting board extensively 
during the pr^aratlon of many meals. The cuttir^ board is typically 
utilized for the cutttr^ and chopping of vegetables, nneats and the 
like into small pieces for incorporating into various dishes. The 

10 ^ical cuttir^ board is a heavy block of wood which may be either 
built into the counter of a kitchen or may be portable and moveable 
to and from the counter and supported thereon. Such cutting boards 
are tj^tcally a thick, heavy block of wood on the order of approximately 
2 or more indiruas in thickness and from 1 to 2 feet in yAdVh and length. 

15 Such boards are heavy and difficult few a ^ical housewife to handle 
and take up space w^wn sto^ In kitciwi cabinets and the like. 

Another disadvantage of such boards is that it is difficult to 
rake cuttir^s from the board into snnall bowls and dishes without 
spilling the cuttlr^s. 

20 It is ^refore desirable that some apparatus be oyailzible 

which permits easy and convenient cuttir^ and chopping of vegetables 
and thw like. 

SUMMARY AND OBJECTS OF THE INVENTION 

It is therefore the primary object of the preB&rA invention to 
25 overcome the above problems of the prior art. 

Another obj^ of the preBBht invention is to provide an 
tnproved cutting board which is convenient and easy to use and is 
disposable. 




Another object of the present inventton is to prcvtde a cutting 
board that Is ekireble and flextble permlttirg the quick and ea^ 
ainneUlng of chopped material from the board Into a bowl or other 
container. 

5 In accoxlance with the primary a^ect of the present 

Invention a cutting is constructed of a thin flat sheet of durable 
plastic material which is highly resistant to cutting and Is sufficiently 
flexible to be folded to a fUnnel configuration.

Figure 1 is a perfective view of a cutting board In 
accc»xiance with the invention. 
15 Figure 2 is a top plan view cf the board cf Figure I. 

Figure 3 is a s^ional view taken on line 3-3 of Figure 2. 
Figure 4 is a perfective view showlr^ the board of Figure 1 
rolled into a (\.av)et position. 

Figure 6 Is a top plan view of an alternate enri>odlment. 
20 Turning to the drawings, particularly Figure 1 , there Is shown 

a cutting board generally designated by the nunr>eral 10 constructed in 
accordance with the present invention. This cutting board comprises 
a thin flat sheet 12 of flexible durable plastic material which is highly 
flexible and durable. The sheet of material la preferably about 9 
25 mil In thickness and preferably of a^non-toxlc^plastlc material that 
Is safe for contact with food and may be placed In a dishwasher for 
cleanlr^. The sheet of material Is also preferably sufficiently 
flexible to permit the sheet to be curled as In Figure 4 for funnelling 
choppy material such as fruits, vegetables and meats into a bowl or 
30 other coritainer.
